In broad outline 
this act 
provides for the following. 
1. The Act 
concerns 
the 
student 
records 
of 
foo'L 
elementary 
and 
secondary 
schools. 
2. The parent’s right, under 
this 
Act, 
extends 
until 
the 
student is 18 years of age, or is 
enrolled in a post-high school 
institution; therefore, only the 
student himself may exercise 
the rights. 
3. Parents have a right to 
exanjine 
their 
children’s 
records during regular school 
fiours, after making an ap 
point men t with the principal. 
4. The parent has a right to 
have a record corrected if it “is 
inaccurate, misleading, or is 
otherwise in violation of the 
privacy or other rights of 
students”. 
5. A record must be kept with 


each student record showing 
who examined it, the date on 
which it was examined, and the 
purpose of the examination. 
6. Ceitpin 
persons 
may 
exam ine 
student 
records 
without a p aren t’s consent 
These include school officials, 
including teachers who have 
• legitim ate educational in­ 
te re sts” , officials of other 
schools or school systems where 
a transfer is made, and certain 
representatives of the State and 
Federal 
Government 
with 
various limitations. 
7. Any person may receive 
the records, 
if 
the parents 
execute a 
w ritten consent 
specifying the records to be 
released, the reasons for such 
release, and the person to whom 
they are to be released. A copy 
will be sent to the parents in 
such case, if requested. The 
parent may, also, request and 
receive a copy of any student 
record forwarded to another 
school or school system with a 
transfer. 
B A copy may also be fur­ 
nished, pursuant to a court 
order oi subpeona, but. only, if 
the parents are given advance 
notice. 
A copy of this policy and the 
Act are on file and available for 
inspection at the Office of the 
Superintendent of Schools

Quick Law Action Here 
Nabs Robbery Suspects

Fast and positive action by a 
Rush County deputy sheriff and 
Rushville city detective resulted 
in the apprehension of two 
suspected law breakers near 
here Wednesday afternoon. It 
happened within 30 minutes of a 
reported , liquor store beating- 
robbery in Brookville 
Before it was all over, there 
was enough law at the scene of 
the capture to hold back the 
British at New Orleans, and 
they arrived fast. 


Being held in the Franklin 
County jail at Brookville are 
Larry M. 
Thomas, 
32, and 
Wavne Swininger, 31 also of 
Indianapolis. 
It all began at 3 p.m. in Brook­ 


ville, when the police there 
received a call from a patron at 
Ertel’s Liquor Store that the 
place had just been robbed 
Detective Sgt. Elden Cornelius, 
of the ConnersviHe 
post of 
Indiana State Police, was just a 
few blocks away when the BPD 
called the post to report the 
incident. 
Cornelius reportedly went to 
the store and found the owner 
walking around with a bloody 
head, suffering severe wounds. 
Ertel said two men, one black 
and the other white, had entered 
his store, ordered him into a 
back room, where he said they 
tied and. pistol-whipped him. 
Ertel told Cornelius he could 
hear them rummaging around 
in the cash drawer. Cornelius 
im m ediately 
radioed 
a 


description to the post, and the 
area was placed under armed 
robbery alert 


Chase Begins 
At that time. Deputy Marvin 
Hedrick and RPD Detective 
Ron Cameron were having some 
conversation at the intersection 
of Wilson Pike and U.S 52, and 
Cameron 
intercepted

description given by ISP on his

Hedrick 
took 
off in

direction of New Salem on 52, 
and Cam eron resum ed his 
position at the Wilson Pike.

ailment with a balanced pro­ 
gram .” 
Ford said he knew further 
steps must be taken to deal 
with continuing high rates of 
inflation, declining production 
and rising joblessness, which 
reached 
6.5 
per 
cent 
last 
month. 
But "I cannot and will not 
promise you a sudden change 
for the better." he said because 
even if additional steps are 
taken now the results “would 
not be 
felt 
for 
months 
to 
come.” 
Moreover, he said he was 
skeptical 
about 
"short-term 
panaceas" such as an immedi­ 
ate return to wage and price 
controls, mandatory gasoline 
rationing or “other compulsory 
programs that treat the symp­ 
toms but retard the cure." 
Ford said he is sure the 
nation will start pulling out of 
the recession in the months 
ahead and that there already 
are signs of improvement in the 
battle to restrain prices. 
“I expect inflation will move 
steadily down from the intolera­ 
ble double-digit level” because 
“conditions are changing rapid­ 
ly,” he said. 
Ford appealed, to the business 
executives to do their best to 
restore public confidence in the 
American 'economy. He said he 
hopes

leaders 
from both parties would comply

T h e c o n t i n u e d s e r io u s rise in n a tio n w id e 
crime is a grave concern to all law enforcement 
officers. Our concern. I am sure, is widely shared. 
1 o the law-abiding citizen, the specter of expand­ 
ing lawlessness cannot help but provoke an­ 
guish— and for good reason. It is his tax dollars 
that have financed the war on crime, and it is 
his safety, possessions, and community that are 
mainly threatened by lawlessness. 


There are few qualities in life that are more 
sought after than that which is denied by per­ 
vasive criminality: the freedom from fear. Still, 
the control of crime in a democratic society 
rightly demands that it be done without infringe­ 
ment on constitutionally protected rights and due 
process under the law for those charged with 
crime. Striking this balance between order and 
freedom is no mean achievement. The balance 
tips from time to time, to either side, and efforts 
have to l>e made to bring the scale hark on 
center. That scale is presently out of kilter, 
particularly in regard to hail and sentencing con­ 
siderations accorded seasoned criminals. This 
imbalance is substantially contributing to the 
growth of crime. 


I lie realities of crime also command us to de­ 
plore the widespread tendency to pronounce 
concurrent sentences on offenders convicted of 
multiple offenses. In short, this is bargain base­ 
ment justice— two, three, or more for the price 
of one! It significantly reduces the risk of com­ 
mitting crime, encourages a careerist dedication 
to criminal pursuits, obscures the image of stem 
accountability to he expected from the law, and 
disillusions the taxpayer, who supports an ex­ 
pensive criminal justice system with the earnest 
hope that it will justly punish offenders commen­ 
surate with the extent of their crimes. 


Experience teaches us— as it surely does the 
criminally 
inclined—-that opportunities in all 
walks of life are to be seized when the rewards 
are great and the risks are small. Criminal op­ 
portunities in a free society will always be con­ 
siderable and so should be the penalties for e x ­ 
ploiting them.

A m etallic disk no bigger 
than a quarter may one day 
help free diabetics from un­ 
pleasant insulin injections. The 
disk is actually a fuel cell that 
produces a sm all electric cur­ 
rent when in contact w ith 
fluids containing sugar 


In diabetes, the body fails to 
properly utilize the .sugar it 
takes in This i> because there 
is a lack of insul in, a substance 
secreted by the pancreas and 
necessary for the metabolism of 
sugar. W ithout in su lin i or 
adequate utilization of insulin) 
there will he too much sugar in 
the blood stream and through­ 
out the body. 


When the new di^k is planted 
under the skin or in the abdom­ 
inal cavity of a diabetic person, 
it em its an electrical signal 
which varies in intensity with 
the amount of glucose (sugar) 
in the body tissue fluids sur­ 
rounding it. According to re­ 
searchers at the Space Sciences 
Division of the Whittaker Cor­ 
poration. the company that de­ 
veloped the disk, this glucose 
sensor could ultimately he used 
to actuate a. compact insulin 
dispensing system , also im ­ 
planted in th e body. Thus, 
blood sugar level would be con­ 
trolled continuously and au­ 
tomatically. The automatic de­ 
vice would not only relieve the 
diabetic of his daily insulin in­ 
jections; it would also he of 
great value to children with 
diabetes and others whose glu­ 
cose levels are hard to control 
Because of the huge number of 
diabetics in the United States 
— approximately one percent 
of the population — the glucose 
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balancing device could proba­ 
bly be mass produced, making 
its retail cost low enough for 
everyone to afford 


The implantable sensor has 
removed a major stum bling 
block in the development of an 
"artificial pancreas," according 
to Dr. J. Stuart Soeldner. As­ 
sociate Director of the Elliott P. 
Joslin Research Laboratory. 
Because the sensor is truly a 
fuel cell and its electrodes do 
not dissolve away, there are no 
galvanic cell effects and no 
problem with corrosive activity 
or release of toxic materials 
Unlike a battery', the glucose 
sensor could continue to oper­ 


ate indefinitely inside the body 
without recharging. In addi­ 
tion, it is inert and totally com­ 
patible with the body environ­ 
ment. 
The metallic disk is a sensi­ 
tive regulatory device which 
responds to the body’s own sig­ 
nals. And it signals an impor­ 
tant 
breakthrough 
in the 
treatm ent o f diabetes — a 
breakthrough 
that 
should 
greatly help the one percent of 
the population who recognize 
their condition, the more than 
half million who have diabetes 
and don’t realize it yet, as well 
as the children of the one out of 
four Americans who are diab­ 
etes carriers.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Agriculture Department says 
average planting and growing 
conditions 
next 
year 
could 
result in a 30 to 50 per cent 
increase in total feed grain 
production, easing the tight 
supply-high cost squeeze for 
feed now hampering the live­ 
stock industry. 
A report prepared for the 
department’s 
annual 
outlook 
conference said a 
“decent* 
planting season coupled with a 
favorable growing season could 
turn around the tight feed grain 
situation. The 1974 production 
of feed, grains dropped 17 per 
cent from 1973 to 165 million 
tons, primarily due to poor corn 
and sorghum harvests. 
Economist Jam es J. Navie 
said 
average 
planting 
and 
growing seasons could bring 
corn yields up to a range of 87 
to 
97 
bushels 
an 
acre 
— 
substantially higher than the 73 
bushel an acre average yield 
'this year. The result would be a 
record corn crop, allowing feed 
grain production to “bounce 
back’’ 30 to 50 per cent. 
“With these levels,” Naive 
said, “grain prices would back 
off from the record highs we 
are experi.enci.ng now and are 
apt to continue experiencing for 
the next several months. This 
would encourage production in 


the 
livestock 
and 
poultry 
industries.” 
There is a, question, however, 
how quickly producers would 
begin to feed more grain in 
response to the larger supplies 
and lower prices, so even if the 
crop prospects are good next 
year, 
it 
is 
unlikely 
that 
domestic usage would increase 
sharply. 
Gat.tie and poultry producers 
would be the first to respond to 
the favorable market prospects, 
with expanded hog production 
taking the most. time. 
Naive stressed bad weather is 
also possible in 1975, and in 
light of the current dangerously 
low level of feed grain stocks, 
another poor crop would have a 
“serious im pact” on the live­ 
stock industry. 
"We would not expect any 
major 
cutbacks 
in 
foreign 
demand from recent levels, and 
with this demand pull as well 
as 
the 
push 
from 
another 
prospective poor crop, prices 
would show unusual strength 
right 
through 
the 
1975-76 
season,” Naive said. 
Although domestic demand 
would probably 
weaken, he 
said, carryover stocks would 
still be at a minimum level and 
prices would be high, creating 
a situation “generally unfavora- 
ble for the feeding industry.”

To keep your tree beauti­ 
ful, fresh and fragrant straight 
through Twelfthnight-and cut 
down on the sweeping and 
caretaking-follow these five 
simple suggestions. 
1, Make sure the tree1 you 
select is fresh. Test it by 
bending the needles; if they 
are pliant, the tree is fresh. 


Then gently tap the base of 
the tree against the 'ground. 
A fresh tree will hold its 
needles fast. 
2. When you get the tree 
home, keep it outdoors, if 
possible, until you are ready 
to set it up for decorating. 
3. Saw off about one inch 
on the diagonal from the tree' 
trunk.

Filmless Cameras 
May Detail Mars 


WASHINGTON, D. C. — 
Unique cameras which don’t 
use 
film 
will 
photograph 
Mars from ground level when 
N A S'A *s 
Viking 
spacecraft 
land on the planet in 1976. 
Fundamentally 
different 
from cameras, flown on most 
other NASA space missions, 
the instruments are facsim­ 
ile cameras, especially de­ 
signed to operate in unusual 
conditions. 
The cameras were given 
their first tests recently on 
field 
trips 
under 
geologic 
conditions similar to those 
expected on Mars. 
The verdict on these first 
tests 
was 
overwhelmingly 
positive—“performance 
and 
versatility unmatched by any 
that NASA has yet flown on 
an unmanned mission." 
This is the view of Dr. 
Thomas A. Mutch, leader of 
the Viking Lander Imaging 
Science team. “Even though 
the tests are not yet com­ 
plete, I can report that they 
have been successful far be­ 
yond my expectations," he 
said. 
The test pictures were tak­ 
en near Denver, Colo, and 
Great Sand Dunes National 


Monument in southwest Col­ 
orado. 
The cameras produced pic­ 
tures with extremely accu­ 
rate reproduction, sharp res­ 
olution and excellent detail. 
Photographs were made of 
the 
contrasting light 
and 
dark tones of a large rock 
formation against the sky, 
closeups of small rocks and 
powdered minerals and sand 
dunes in which both fore­ 
ground and background rip­ 
ples were clearly delineated. 
Stereoscopic 
views 
were 
taken of the same kinds of 
scenes 
revealing 
excellent 
three-dimensional 
perspec - 
tive. 


The c a m e r a s 
will 
be 
launched from Earth in the 
fall 
of 
1975 
aboard 
the 
Lander 
craft. 
The 
first 
Lander will touch down on 
Mars in early July 1976. 
Weighing only 16 pounds 
each, the cameras will pro­ 
vide color, black and white, 
infrared 
and 
stereoscopic 
views of the Martian surface. 
Chief distinction of the 
Viking cameras is that very 
small photo - diodes — light - 
sensitive devices — are posi­ 
tioned 
in 
the focal 
plane 


where film would be in a 
conventional camera. 
An image is reflected from 
a mirror through the lenses 
onto the diode. 
Each time the nodding mir­ 
ror moves through one cycle,, 
a 
single 
vertical 
line 
is 
scanned in the field of view. 
The entire camera then is 
slightly rotated and the next 
vertical line is scanned. Pro­ 
ducing about five lines a 
second, several minutes are 
needed to get a complete 
photograph. 
The cameras will remain 
with the Lander on the Mar­ 
tian surface so photos must 
be reconstructed on Earth 
from image signals trans­ 
mitted through millions of 
miles 
of 
space. 
Ground 
equipment reconstructs the 
photos with a three-beam, 
laser and computer system. 
They are expected to op­ 
erate for at least, four months 
so will also be able to docu­ 


ment any seasonal changes 
on Mars as they occur.

Millitant Atheist Raps 
Out At Inflation Rate

WASHINGTON

Madalyn Murray O’Hair, the 
militant atheist who won the 
Supreme 
Court’s 
celebrated 
school prayer case a decade 
ago. says inflation is undermin­ 
ing 
her 
fight 
to 
preserve 
separation of church and state. 
As a result, she sees “ hard 
times ahead for us atheists in 
the short range" on several, 
major church-state issues, part­ 
ly because of the formidable 
power of the Roman Catholic 
Church and the growing ac­ 
quiescence of politicians. 
“ All dissent in this a re a —the 


separation issue — is being 
wiped out by inflation,” Mrs. 
()’Hair said in an interview. 
Many groups opposing organ­ 
ized 
religion's 
influence 
on 
political decision-making 
are 
being forced to cut their staffs 
and 
publications. 
Some, she 
said, may go out of business for 
lack of money. 
The constitutional wall be­ 
tween church and state “has 
been absolutely flattened in the 
past few years,” she said. 
Mrs. O'Hair. who directs the 
Society 
of 
Separa tionists 
in 
Austin, Tex., is touring 
the 
country' 
promoting 
her 
new 
book, “ Freedom Under Siege.” 


She received nationwide noto­ 
riety in June, 1963, when (he 
Supreme Court in a landmark 
decision upheld her claim that 
govern m en t - req u i red 
pra y ers 
and Bible readings in public 
schools were unconstitutional. 
Although she describes her­ 
self as “a portly grandmother" 
and was accompanied to the 
interview by her young grand­ 
daughter Robin. Mrs. O'Hair, 
55, has lost none of her love for 
a fight. 
When she returns to Austin, 
she risks a fine or jail term for 
contempt of court for refusing 
jury duty. She said she objected 
to the oaths trial witnesses 


must take, as well as the Texas 
State Constitution requirement 
that all court officials affirm 
the existence of a 
supreme 
being. 
Mrs. O’Hair expects continu­ 
ing church-state battles over 
school prayers, federal school 
aid, abortion and church tax 
exemptions. 
On school aid. “we’ve lost 
that battle." she said. "We had 
to stop it before (President 
John F. 
Kennedy and it is too 
late to stop it now." 
She conceded the Catholic 
Church "is politically astute— 
we can learn from them ”—but 
faces 
a 
severe 
test 
over 
abortion She said if will be the 
hardest 
fought 
church-state 
issue during the next two years. 
"The Roman Catholic Church 
cannot control their women,,” 
she said. “ T hey're going to 
continue to take the pill and 
have abortions. The church has 
to control all women to control 
their own women "

“ But ‘The Exorcist’ gave us a 
lot of trouble,” she said with a 
laugh. 
Then 
frowning, 
she 
added: "There were all kinds 
of 
attacks, 
actually 
body 
attacks with these young men 
trying to lay their hands on me 
saying. ‘If Jesus can cast out 
demons, so can I’."

When American astronauts 
and R u s s i a n cosmonauts 
work together on tht-ir joint 
space mission next summer, 
one of their mnjor chores 
will be to observe closely 
their home planet Earth. 
The Apollo Soyuz Test 
Project (A STP), scheduled 
for July, 1975, is a joint en­ 
deavor by the two countries 
as part of the agreement on 
cooperation in space signed 
in Moscow in May 1972. 
American 
astronauts 
in 
their Apollo spacecraft will 
rendezvous and dock with 
cosmonauts in a Soyux-type 
spacecraft to test these dock­ 
ing systems in orbit. 
In addition, the mission 


will prove out techniques by 
which, when docked, the as­ 
tronauts and cosmonauts ran 
transfer to and work in each 
others spacecraft; conduct­ 
ing experiments while both 
docked and undocked; and 
developing expt nonce for po­ 
tential joint flights by the 
two countries, including, in 
case of necessity, aiding one 
another in emergency situa­ 
tions.

Wood Bridges Enrich Fall 


HUFFORD BRIDGE on the Middle Santiam River in west­ 
ern Oregon is a rustic example of the covered wood bridges 
that enrich rural landscapes throughout the United States. 
most important skills perfected 
Each year, autumn’s invig­ 
orating weather and dramatic 
scenery draw thousands of 
urban Americans to the coun­ 
tryside. The star attraction in 
many parts of the country is 
the “turning of the leaves”— 
the breathtaking patterns and 
riot of color created as hard­ 
wood trees prepare to shed 
their leaves and hibernate for 
the long, cold winter. 
In marveling at these mas­ 
terpieces of nature, the travel­ 
er may also meet one of Amer­ 
ica’s earliest man-made works 
of art, the covered wood bridge. 
About 2,000 of them still 
stand in 33 states, many in 
daily use, especially through­ 
out New England. 
The long and useful life of 
these structures is due in part 
to the strength and durability 
of the wood materials used to 
construct them, and partly to 
their excellent design and care­ 
ful workmanship. 
Like barn building, bridge 
construction was one of the 
Nv 
' 


by early Americans. With the 
beginning of a bustling na­ 
tional trade, transportation of 
goods became a top priority 
by the early 18th century. 
Simple spans were quickly 
built over small streams, but 
wider rivers had to be crossed 
by slow, undependable ferries, 
In 1785, Enoch Hale solved 
this problem with a 365-foot 
bridge over the Connecticut 
River— the first American 
bridge longer than a single 
tree. Hale’s accomplishments 
gave rise to a wave of bridge 
designs, and soon the covered 
bridge was born. 
The main purpose of the 
bridge roof is to shelter the 
bridge timbers from undue 
weathering—the hot sun of 
summer and the winds, rain 
and snow of winter. The cov­ 
ered wood bridge is part of 
our American heritage—both 
artistically and historically— 
and testifies to the strength and 
lasting beauty off wood.

When operating, there 
were only a few buses running 
to the areas where Silers finds 
his work and they have been 
parked for some tim e, first 
because of a strike and then 
later because of a controversy 
over who should run them. 
Even when they were running

schedules. 
So Silers pedals his bike for 
several hours each day, often 
through rain or searing heat. 
Silers has no formal educa­ 
tion but has memorized the 
letters of his name. He can 
recognize it when it is spelled 
out in large letters.

Congress May Act On 


Control Of Freon Gasses

WASHINGTON (UPI) - It 
may be too late to head off an 
increase in skin cancer even if 
Congress acts right away to 
roiftrol 
freon 
gases 
being 
released into the atmosphere 
frofn aerosol sprays and other 
soifrces, Rep. Marvin L. Esch, 
R-IHich., said today. 
‘{We must immediately begin 
a Comprehensive study so that 
steps can be taken to defuse 
thii potential time bomb if a 
heálth hazard is proven,” Esch 
said as Congress began its first 
investigation of the problem. 
Sfcentists 
have 
said 
that 
frejjh gases being released into 
the*air from aerosol sprays, as 
well as from refrigerators and 
air conditioners, may be eating 
away at the ozone layer high in 
the earth's atmosphere. That 
layer 
is 
what 
filters 
out 
harmful ultraviolet rays from 
the sun and which, if seriously 
depleted, increases the risk of 
skin 
cancer 
throughout 
the 
world. 
A House' Commerce subcom­ 
mittee, which today opened 
hearings into the question, has 
two bills before it calling for a 
study first and power to later 


ban freons. 
Esch, in testimony prepared 
for 
the 
hearing, 
said 
a 
University of Michigan study 
widely quoted in news reports 
estimates that ozone destruc­ 
tion would not reach its peak 
until about 1990, even if all 
emissions were hatted now. 


"There are estimates,” he 
added, “that this ozone destruc­ 
tion will result in an additional 
8,000 cases of skin cancer by 
1990 and at least one prediction 
that 
the 
incidence 
of skin 
cancer could be much higher.” 


To delay a priority study of 
the question, Each said, "could 
invite tragedy and suffering 
which, because of the unusual 
nature of this problem might 
not be fully upon us for 10 or 15 
years. 


"Yet we are told it may 
already be too late to prevent 
serious depletion of the ozone 
shield,” he said. “In fact, we 
are faced with the unnerving 
prediction that ozone destruc­ 
tion will almost certainly result 
in an increased incidence of 
skin cancer —no matter what 
steps we take within the next 12 
months ” 


New Birth Control 
Method Being Studied

HOUSTON

Re­ 
searchers are on the trail of a 
new 
birth 
control 
medicine 
which they hope will prevent 
conception with no side effects 
and will have to be taken only 
once every three months. 
Dr. Roy G. Smith of the 
Baylor College of Medicine said 
scientists 
have 
isolated 
an 
important protein that unites 
with the sex hormone progest­ 
erone to ready the uterus for 
the fertilized egg. If they find a 
nontoxic chemical to prevent 
that process, the method could 
be available within 10 years, 
Smith said. 
He told the American Chemi­ 
cal Society’s southwestern re­ 
gional meeting Tuesday finding 
the chemical should be easier 
than 
isolating 
the 
protein, 
which 
took 
four 
years 
of 
research. 
Smith said the method should 
be perfected in animals within 
two years, but the Food and 
Drug 
Administration 
testing 
could take seven to 10 years 
more. 
He said the method should 
vastly improve today’s birth 
control pill, which must be 
taken daily to prevent ovulation 
and has numerous side effects. 
"There 
will 
be 
no 
side 
effects,” he said. "That’s the 
reason for this work.” 
He said the only possible 
problem s would be ra re in­ 
dividual reactions to whatever 
chemical is used. 
Smith 
said 
the 
chemical 
would be administered locally 
probably by 
im planting a 
nodule of the agent in the 
uterus. The nodule would slowly 
dissolve releasing the chemical 


and would last three months or 
more, he said. 
By preventing the uniting of 
the protein receptor and the 
progesterone the fertilized egg 
could not attach to the wall of 
the uterus far the fetus to form. 
"We have determined the 
structure of the site where the 
hormone binds with the recep­ 
tor and are trying to find a way 
to prevent that binding,” he 
said. "We like to say*hopefully 
it will someday replace the 
pill.”

Solzhenitsyn Receives 1970 
Nobel Prize For Literature

ander Solzhenitsyn, preceded 
by blaring trumpets, sprang up 
the marble staircase of Stock­ 
holm’s City Hall and begged 
forgiveness for being four years 
late.

wearing a white sweater under 
his formal tails, picked up his 
1970 Nobel Prize for literature 
Tuesday night, but diplomats 
from seven Communist nations 
boycotted the ceremonies. 


In Oslo, about 
250 miles 
away, 
demonstrators 
threw 
rocks when former Japanese 
Prime Minister Eisaku Sato, 
co-winner of this year’s Peace 
Prize, went to collect his award 
from 
the 
Norwegian 
Nobel 
Committee. 
In 
his 
acceptance 
speech 
before 1,050 invited guests at a 
banquet in the blue room of 
City Hall, Solzhenitsyn asked 
the Nobel academy forgiveness 
“for having caused all of you so 


Other prize-winners walked 
sedately to the podium, but the 
bearded SoJhenitsyn sprang up 
the 
marble 
steps 
in 
three 
seconds to deliver his speech 
He received the loudest and 
longest ovation. 
Solzhenitsyn said the Nobel 
prize 
"prevented 
me 
from 
being crushed in the severe 
persecutions to which I have 
been subjected.” 
“It has helped my voice to be 
heard 
in places where m y 
pnedece^ors^ha^^no^been 


heard for decades," he said "It 
has helped me to express things 
that would have otherwise been 
impossible."

independents like E.A. Smith, 
who brought in his first two 
wells in 1928. Smith, now 79, is 
board chairman of 
Service 
Drilling Co. of Tulsa, and still 
an independent after 6i years 
in the industry. 
“An independent is one who 
explores for and develops oil,” 
Smith says. 
“He owns 
no 
pipelines, 
no 
refinery, 
no 
market outlets.”

Statistically, the independent 
is in an impossible business. 
The odds are' 50-to-l against 
him. 
On the average, one of every 
50 
wells 
drilled 
produces 
enough oil to make it worth­ 
while, and 40 of those drilled 
are dry holes. It would take an 
independent more than three' 
years and $30 million to do all 
that before he sold a drop of 
oil. 
“I 
don’t 
know 
of 
any 
independent who could stand a 
load like that, but those are the 
figures,” Smith says. “What we 
try to do is get down to the 
minimum of exploratory wells 
to get a pool. The average Is so 
high because it’s a hazardous 
business and so many don’t 
succeed.” 
The number of active in­ 
dependents is only 10 per cent 
of what it was 20' years ago. 
Smith sees even those few 
being forced out by congres­ 
sional 
threats 
to 
the 
oil 
depletion allowance and roll 
back 
of 
domestic 
prices, 
already 
considerably 
below 
what foreign producers charge, 


because of “windfall profits,” 
“You only earn about an 8 
per 
cent 
return 
on 
your 
investment, so where’s 
the 
windfall profit?'” Smith says. 
“You can get 11 per cent on 
certificates of deposit and have 
no risk —hut if everybody did 
that 
we’d 
all 
be 
hungry, 
wouldn’t we?” 
The depletion allowance, 
which exempts a percentage of 
the net profit from taxation, 
has been the lifeblood of the 
independent, Smith says, ena­ 
bling him to encourage invest­ 
ments in his operations. 
“If it hadn’t been for the 
depletion allowance:, a lot of 
independents would never have 
started,” he says. “Elimination 
of 
the 
depletion 
allowance 
would make this industry go 
flat and the cost would go up to 
the consumers. 
“The 
independent 
just 
couldn’t stay. That would leave 
only the majors, which is what 
everybody is complaining about 
in the first place. The majors 
can't do it as cheaply as we 
can, so the price of oil would go 
right on up.”

A ease in point was a re­ 
cent series in which NASA’s 
newest communications satel­ 
lite was used to relay ship- 
to-shore me*sages. 
The tests demonstrated the 
feasibility of using a satel­ 
lite for high quality com­ 
munications. 
Both 
the 
maritime 
and 
aeronautics industries could 
save millions of dollars in 
the future by speeding up 
day-to-day 
operations 
with 
operational systems of this 
type. 
The 
test 
transmissions 
originated at the National 
Maritime Research Center in 
Kings Point, N. Y. NASA’s 
Applications Technology Sat­ 
ellite-6 (ATS-6) relayed the 
messages to the “American 
Ace,” a commercial container 
ship which was enroute from 
Norfolk, Va., to Le Havre,, 
France. 
The tests were part of the 
L-Rand experiment, one 01 
20 experiments aboard the 
versatile ATS-6. L-band fre­ 
quencies were used in the 
relay. 
The experiment was aimed 
at demonstrating and evalu­ 
ating uses of a geosynchron­ 
ous orbit spacecraft for mar­ 
itime and aeronautical com­ 
munications and position lo­ 
cation. 
A spacecraft in a 
geosynchronous 
o r b i t 
re­ 
mains over a specific point 
on the equator until moved 
by ground controllers. 
For the Maritime Admin­ 
istration, 
specific 
ways 
in 
which 
this 
communications 
route could be used benefi­ 


cially include: 
transmitting 
cargo manifests and docu­ 
mentation before a ship ar­ 
rives in port; sending pay­ 
roll data for processing on 
shore; and the remote mon­ 
itoring 
of 
ship 
machinery 
performance. 
Further tests are planned 
on this experiment to eval­ 
uate 
other 
communications 
and position location tech­ 
niques. . 
In addition to the 
ATS-6 sMitdlile, ATS-6 and 
airborne planes and ships at 
sea will be taking part. 
ATS-6, which is positioned 
above the Galapagos Islands, 
provides two-way commun­ 
ications between ground sta­ 
tions and mobile units oper­ 
ating in a 672-mile-wide area 
extending from the U. S. 
East Coast to two-thirds of 
the way across the Atlantic.

The 
record is held by a 17th 
century English naval of­ 
ficer who served to 0,000 
guests a punch which had 
among its ingredients 80 
casks of brandy, 20,000 
larg e lim es and 1,300 
pounds of sugar! 
Don’t make the mistake 
of using inexpensive spir­ 
its just because of the 
quantity needed for punch. 
On the contrary, you need 
a good quality and strong 
proof liquor to hold up 
against all the mixings 
and melting ice. The only 
90-proof Scotch in the 
country is called Famous 
Grouse and 
it’s a top 
grade, smooth Scotch 
which has been popular 
in Scotland for 174 years, 
although it’s fairly new 
here. But Famous Grouse 
has the special character 
needed to keep the zing 
in a big punch bowl with 
lots of ice, so it would be 
worthwhile to locate it. 
Of course, you can have 
two punch bowls, one for 
folks who like their drinks 
low key, but here are some 


Christmas 
Trees For 
Ecology... 
Many people believe 
that the cutting of trees 
for Christmas “robs” 
nature and destroys a 
portion of our forests 
each year, but the truth 
is that nearly three- 
quarters of such trees 
are raised specifically 
to be cut at Christmas­ 
time. Most of the re­ 
m a in d e r a re “ t h in ­ 
nings”—young trees cut 
in forests to improve 
the growth opportuni­ 
ties for other trees. 
Forestry experts and 
nurserymen point out 
that 
young, 
growing 
trees give off more ox­ 
ygen and absorb more 
carbon 
dioxide 
than 
mature ones, so that the 
cultivation of Christ­ 
mas trees actually helps 
the ecology. In contrast, 
they say, the manufac­ 
ture of artificial trees 
uses up valuable energy 
and natural resources, 
which are not recover­ 
able. 
After Christmas, dis­ 
carded trees can be 
used In various ways 
to benefit the environ­ 
ment. Even if you live 
in a city, ecologists sug­ 
gest, you can help by 
getting in touch with 
a local conservation or­ 
ganization or commer­ 
cial nursery.

GLOW IN MODERATION 


"Christmas trees may 
f»iow this year 
In homes across the nation. 
Bat energy's still 
in short supply 
So, ' ’glow''— in moderation! ’ ' 


If the Federal Energy A d­ 
ministration were poetically in­ 
clined, its 1974 holiday-season 
policy might he summ ed up in 
those words. Holiday lighting 
almost disappeared last year at 
the height of the fuel crisis. 
Now, it’s hack, even though 
e v e r y th in g fro m f re s h - c u t 
Christmas trees to the elec­ 
tricity consumed 
by 
holiday 
lig h ts will co st m o re , an d 
“ m o d e ra tio n ” is the official 
stance of the FEA. 
What this means to your 
holiday decoration plans is an 
increasing emphasis on 
low- 
wattage holiday lighting; tree 
lights that are cooler, smaller 
or fewer lor all three): and sim­ 
ply turning off one type of holi­ 
d a y l i g h t i n g w h e n 
u s in g 
another. 
Since the traditional Christ­ 
mas tree is nearly always the 
focal point of holiday lighting, 
the F E A ’s “moderation’* pol­ 
icy 
also 
places much 
more 
emphasis on selecting a well- 
formed, fresh tree, whether fir, 
spruce or pine family. 
No, longer should you ex­ 
pect to “mask" irregularities 


in your tree (missing branches, 
le s s -th a n -p e rfe c t g eo m etric 
shape, etc.) with lights or dec­ 
orations. And, with more of 
the tree seen more often d u r­ 
ing the holidays, you'll want 
to keep it as fresh as possible 
— and those pesky evergreen 
needles off the floor. Here are 
some “do’s" and “don’ts" that 
will help: 
D o test for freshness before 
selecting a tree by bending the 
needles to see if they're pliant. 
Also, a fresh tree will hold its 
needles if you gently tap it on 
the ground. 
D on’t wait for clotted resins 
to form at the base of the tree 
and block it from absorbing 
water. To prevent this, immed­ 
iately saw off about one inch 
on the diagonal from the tree 
trunk. 
Do place the tree in a bucket 
of water mixed with Prolong 
live-cut C h ristm a s tree p r e ­ 
server. Remember to change 
the water often using the same 
ratio of one cap fu l to each 
eig h t o u n c e s lo n e c up) of 
water. 
Don’t place the tree near a 
heat source which may cause 
it to dry out. And. make sure 
it's secure in its water-holding 
stand. 
D o enjoy your b eau tifu l, 
fresh, live-cut tree all through 
the holiday season.

Santa that about 40CÍ of 
a home's heat loss during 
the winter is attributable 
to attics. 
To be properly insulated, 
they said, an attic should, 
contain at least six inches 
of fiber glass insulation, 
and that most homes built 
before the early '50s con­ 
tain either minimal in­ 
sulation or no insulation 
at all. 
Supplied with this vital 
i n f o r m a t i o n , S a n t a 
checked his attic to find 
that he had only 2*A 
inches of insulation pro­ 
tection. Being a craftsman 
of sorts, Santa decided to 
do the re-insulation job 
himself. 
He began by measuring 
the length and width of 
his attic and the distance 
between the attic joists, 
and taking these measure­ 
ments to a local building 
supply dealer who helped 
him select the right type 
and quantity of insulation. 
Like thousands of other 
attics today, the require­ 
ments of Santa’s attic 
called for V/i inch thick, 
unfaced fiber glass insu­ 
lation manufactured by 
C ertain- teed Products 
Corporation, one of the 
nation’s leading suppliers 
of insulation. Faced insu­ 
lation which incorporates 
its own vapor barrier is 
usually used in completely 
uninsulated attics. 
“Insulation experts,” 
Santa says, “have assured 
me that I’ll save about 
$140 in fuel oil costs alone. 
If my attic had contained 
no insulation, the installa­ 
tion of a full six inches 
of fiber glass insulation 
would practically double 
those savings.” 
Santa’s W orkshop at 
North Pole, N.Y., is not 
alone in these types of 
savings; hom eow ners 
across the country are 
re-insulating their dwell­ 
ings and reaping similar 
savings. The savings, of 
course, vary in degree ac­ 
cording to the length of 
the heating season and 
the size of the attic.

Arctic Reindeer Flourish. 
Crucial to Man’s Survival 


Reinde* r flourish in large numbers near the Arctic Circle 
In Europ \ Asia, and North America. Norway, Sweden, 
Finland. Russia, and Alaska are all places where herds 
of at least semi «domesticated reindeer are accustomed to 
working with man, particularly the Laplanders. 
The reindeer provides a vital source of food, clothing, 
and even transportation for many peoples living on the 
< dge of t h n arctic world. Among other things, reindeer 
milk is as rich as the cream of cow’s milk, although avail­ 
able in much smaller quantities 
There are several species of reindeer in North America, 
where it is called the caribou, ranging from the woodland 
species, which is found in wild northern woods, through 
the barren ground caribou, which is the slightly larger but 
close cousin of the European reindeer, to the Peary caribou, 
living north of the Arctic Circle. 
The present domesticated reindeer of Europe and Asia, 
where it can be found in single herds of up to 30,000, is a 
descendant of the barren ground species of those regions 
and has been successfully introduced into Alaska as a 
stock animal. These tatne reindeer arc gentle and easily 
handled. 
Reindeer and caribou feed primarily on mosses and 
lichens in the subarctic regions, a type of fodder which 
takus time to replenish itself As a result, reindeer and 
those who depend on them for a livelihood are nomadic 
and have no permanent home, since they must move at 
frequent intervals to find an adequate food supply. 
Because of the Arctic habitat, near his North Pole head­ 
quarters. reindeer provide an ideal means of transporta­ 
tion for Santa Claus, but he ran hardly claim a first for 
using them: cave paintings and bones found in prehistoric 
sites in Europe arc evidence that the reindeer has been 
more or less domesticated since the time of the cavemen. 
But Santa Claus might qualify as an early supporter of 
women's equality, since the reindeer or caribou is unique 
among the deer family in that the females as well as the 
males grow antlers. Both sexes shed their antlers in the 
spring, like other deer.

“grown-ups/’ and games 
give them the chance to 
mirror adult activities 
through play. 
There is more to games, 
though, than fun, and 
parents should select toys 
for their children which 
are not only enjoyable, 
but serve to aid the child’s 
over-all development as 
well.
